1. Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
invention is allowed because the prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a 
ceramic heater comprising a ceramic substrate and a heating element disposed either 
on the surface or internally of the substrate, wherein the work-heating surface has a JIS 
B 0601 surface roughness of Rmax =0.05 to 200 micron.
